Dorothy  Elston  married ■ Walter  L,  Kabis,  So  we  got  1969A  Kabis-Kennedy 
signature  combinations,  but  it  looks  like  only  $1,00  notes  will  be  made 
of  the  1969A  Kabis-Kennedy  series.  It  was  expected  that  they  be  printe 
for  all  of  the  twelve  districts. 

In  February  of  1971,  David  M,  Kennedy  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
exited,  and  was  replaced  by  John  B„  Connally,  and  paper  money  collector 
have  the  sixth  signature  combination — the  Kabis-Connally , 1969B  Series 
to  collect.

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HAMTRAMCK  DEPRESSION  SCRIP

Hamtramck,  Michigan,  population  about  50,000,  is  a City  within 
a City,  being  entirely  surrounded  by  its  larger  neighbor,  Detroit., 
Hamtramck  was  first  incorporated  in  1901  and  took  its  name  from 
Colonel  John  Francis • Hamtramck  who  received  the  surrender  of  the 
British  in  tl is  area,  as  part  of  the  North  West  Territory  on  June 
1,  1796. 

Here,  a i in  so  many  other  communities  in  the  early  30* s,  during 
the  depth  of  the  depression,  unpaid  taxes  made  it  imperative  for  the 
City  of  Hamtramck  to  issue  scrip.  This  step  was  necessary  in  order 
to  carry  on  the  functions  of  government,  such  as  law  and  order,  health 
and  sanitation,  safety  and  fire  prevention,  welfare  and  education 
and  the  numerous  other  services  so  vital  and  necessary  to  the  well 
being  of  a community;  services  taken  for  granted  by  most  of  its 
citizens,  their  importance  and  cost  appreciated  by  only  a few. 

The  total  amount  issued  by  the  City  of  Hamtramck  during  this 
emergency  period,  was  $620,000. 

Of  this  amount,  only  $800  is  still  outstanding,  of  which  a large 
percentage  probably  has  been  destroyed  and  the  remainder  presumably 
held  out  for  numismatic  or  other  reasons  and  not  turned  in  for  re- 
demption.

Four  series  of  notes,  series  A,  B,  C,  and  D were  issued  in  1933 
and  1934  in  1,  5 and  10  dollar  denominations.  They  were  engraved  and 
printed  by  the  Columbian  Bank  Note  Company  of  Chicago. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  then  Mayor  Dr.  Stephen  S . Skrzycki  and 
City  Comptroller  Frank  Matulewicz  of  Hamtramck  in  1945,  the  following 
information  and  facts  pertaining  to  those  series  were  dug  out  of  the 
records  for  the  benefit  of  numismatics.

A dated  May  1,  1933,  Series  B dated  July  1,  1933,  Series  C dated 
February  15,  1934  and  Series  D dated  April  2,  1934 * 


Note  that  the  color  of  the  seals- in  Series  A and  B are  the  same 
as  the  color  of  the  back  of  the  notes,  blue  for  the  $1*00,  green  for 
the  $5*00  and  orange  for  the  $10*00* 

In  Series  C and  D however,  while  the  back  of  the  notes  remain 
the  same,  the  colors  of  seals  change  from  blue  to  orange  on  the  $l*oo 
note,  from  green  to  brown  on  the  $5*00  and  from  orange  to  purple  on 
the  $10*00.  . , j> 

Note  also  that  the  numbering  of  the  $1.00,  $5o00  and  $10*00  notes 
in  Series  A all  start  with  number  1,  (A000001  for  the  $lc00,  V000001 
for  the  $5*00  and  X000001  for  the  $10*00),  and  continue  through 
Series  B making  the  first- note  of  each  of  the  $1*00,  $5*00,  and  $10.00 
denominations  in  Series  B,  A 060,001,  V010001  and  X004001  respectively 

Then  in  Series  C the  numbering  of  each  denomination  again  starts 
with  number  1 ( as  in  series  A)  and  continuing  through  Series  D making 
the  first  notes  of  each  of  the  $1*00,  $5*00  and  $10*00  denominations 
in  Series  D,  A 085001,  V 011001  and  X 006001  respectively  and  then 
continuing  to  the  end  of  each  series* 

To  preserve  and  record  this  issue  of  notes  for  posterity,  approxi 
mately  100  cancelled  sets  of  12  notes  each  (one  note  of  each  denomina- 
tion in  each  series)  were  made  available  early  in  1945,  for  collectors 
before  the  issue  was  destroyed*  A few  sets  were  prepared  with  similar 
corresponding  numbers  in  all  the  series,  for  example  the  number  100 
notes  in  each  series  comprising  one  set*  All  of  the  notes  were 
quickly  taken  up*  Due  to  few  being  acquainted  with  the’ difference  in 
the  notes  of  this  issue  comprising  a complete  set  of  12,  many  of  the 
original  sets  have  been  broken  up  into  lots  of  3,  denoting  the  denomi- 
nations of  $1*00,  $5.00  and  $10*00  only,  which  actually  are  far 
removed  from  being  a set.  Owners  of  the  complete  sets  remaining  are

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COMMON  EUROPEAN  CURRENCY  NEED  QUESTIONED

Is  a common  European  currency  really  necessary9  For  most  of  1970 
few  thinking  European  politicians  even  asked  themselves  the  question, 
so  convinced  were  they  that  the  European  Common  Market  was  well  on  its 
way  towards  agreeing  on  a monetary  and  economic  union. 

^hen  after  a marathon  meeting  in  Brussels  which  collapsed  at  the 
end  of  a bleak  December  night,  such  optimism  vanished — perhaps  only 

temporarily — because  of  basic  French  reluctance  to  accept  the  scheme’s 
implicit  abandonment  of  national  sovereignty. 

That  in  Itself  was  an  old  refrain.  A similar  French  stand  in 
1967  led  Gen.  de  Gaulle  to  boycott  the  Common  Market  altogether  for 
months  In  1965.  v »

But  the  Brussels  fiasco  went  further  than  the  chicken  and  egg 
argument  that  France  could  not  tap  monetary  and  credit  facilities  until 
the  Common  Market  machinery  was  given  vague  economic  and  financial 
appearances  of  a genuinely  federal  state. 

Indeed,  economists  privately  question  the  very  need  for  a common 
currency  which  would  cap  a decade-long  program  for  economic  and  mone= 
tary  integration. 

Their  objections  questioned  the  validity  ten  years  hence  of  such 
a currency  which  they  fear  will  be  out-dated  because  of  its  being 
based  on  the  thinking  and  fears  of  the  sixties. 

In  the  beginning  the  European  currency  idea  caught  on  with 
European  politicians  who  found  denouncing  the  dollar  and  dollar  colo- 
nialism a good  nationalist  stick  with  which  to  beat  the  United  States.

Eurodollars — those  ’’’uncontrolled”  non  U.S.  based  dollars  created 
by  U.S.  deficits — were  singled  out  for  criticism  as  the  very  symbol 
of  American  irresponsibility,  allowing  European  businesses  to  be  bought 
out  by  American  firms  using  Europeans'  own  funds. 

Technicians'  objections  that  Eurodollars  filled  the  necessary 
vacuum  in  an  otherwise  nonexistent  capital  market  fell  on  the  deaf 
ears  of  European  politicians. 

Washington  was  all  the  more  vulnerable  because  of  its  own  laxity 
in  controlling  its  soaring  dollar  deficits  and  infectious  inflation  in 
the  sixties. 

Put  simply,  the  political  attraction  of  a European  currency  was 
based  on  hopes  that  it  could  stand  up  to  the  dollar  as  an  effective 
defensive  wall  against  American  irresponsibility. 

In  easy  stages,  the  Common  Market  commission  under  Luxembourgh 
Finance  Minister  Pierre  Werner  foresaw:  Full  convertibility  of  Europea 
currencies,  elimination  of  exchange  rate  margins,  complete  capital 
movement  freedom,'  a European  reserve  fund  similar  to  the  Federal  Reserv 
System,  some  form  of  a European  central  bank,  a single  balance  of 
trade  and  payments,  common  tax  payments,  budget,  fiscal  and  monetary 
harmonization  and  integrated  capital  and  money  markets. 
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Common  European  Currency  Need  Questioned,  cond. 

The  Common  Market  countries  would  act  as  a bloc  in  world  monetary 
matters  with  the  Common  Market  executive  having  a growing  say  in 
deciding  the  financing  and  growth  of  national  budgets  * Act  one  would 
involve  narrowing  the  margins  of  the  six  member  nations’  currencies 
exchange  rates  against  the  dollar . Central  bank  cooperation  buoyed 
by  common  reserve  funds,  would  lead  to  a federal  reserve  fund  and  the 
final  scene  would  see  creation  of  the  European  currency. 

The  doubters  argue  that  the  only  valid  part’,,  of  the  Werner 
Commission  report  was  its  provisions  for  narrowing  margin  rates  among 
member  countries’  currencies.  At  a magic  moment,  left  purposely  vague 
in  the  Werner  report,  Common  Market  central  bankers  would  have  to 
intervene  against  the  dollar — and  in  the  currency  of  one  of  its  member 
nations ,

The  obscurities  of  exchange  rate  dealings,  which  would  be  dis- 
cussed daily  in  closed-door  meetings  would  neatly  get  round  the  politi 
cally  unacceptable  requirement  to  admit  in  public  that  even  a smidgen 
of  sovereignty  was  being  abandoned. 

Thus,  in  theory,  would  the  European  central  bankers  move  towards 
closer  integration  which  in  reality  means  insulating  their  economies 
from  the  vagaries  of  the  mindless  American  juggernaut,

Willynilly,  the  European  currency  used  to  intervene  against:  the 
dollar  would  take  on  the  role  of  a world  reserve  currency. 

But,  argue  the  economists,  the  capitalist  system  doesn’t  need 
another  reserve  currency,  and  indeed  the  name  of  the  next  decade’s 
game  may  be  trying  to  diminish  the  reserve  role  of  the  dollar  or  at 
least  the  pressures  on  it,

Special  drawing  rights,  the  rationally  man-made  reserves  intro- 
duced in  1970,  would  take  up  the  slack  in  a capitalist  world  where 
increasingly  all  the  economic  forces  are  international  and  the  weapons 
of  economic  control  are  national  and  thus  blunted. 

Put  another  way,  economists  fear  that  the  exchange  rate  of  the 
overvalued  dollar  is  a much  more  urgent  problem  than  creation  of  a 
European  currency,  at  least  as  conceived  in  a reserve  currency  role. 

These  economists  suggest  that  the  exchange  rate  of  the  dollar 
requires  a way  to  devalue  the  dollar  without  publicly  admitting  it. 
Thus,  since  Washington  refuses  to  raise  the  price  of  gold,  the  easiest 
way  to  get  around  the  problem,  they  say,  would  be  to  find  a fixed 
relagionship  between  S.D.R.s  and  gold  and  then  devalue  the  dollar 
in  terms  of  "paper  gold." 

Among  European  econonists  there  is  a growing  feeling  that  the  fat 
of  the  dollar  is  going  to  be  decided  in  some  kind  of  major  monetary 
crisis  long  before  even  the  Common  Market  optimists  envisage  creation 
of  their  common  currency — around  the  end  of  the  decade  at  the  earliest 

If  such  predictions  come  true,  a devalued  dollar  would  prove 
more  competitive  on  world  markets  and  thus  produce  smaller  deficits. 
Europeans  would  be  satisfied  on  that  score,  but  paradoxically,  could 
be  expected  to  complain  that  a U.S.  surplus  would  dry  up  world  re- 
serves . 
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Common  European  Currency  Need  Questioned,  Cond. 

Giving  a new  European  currency  the  rights  of  a reserve  currency 
ironically  would  lay  Europeans  open  to  the  very  charges  of  irrespon- 
sibility which  they  have  directed  so  tirelessly  against  the\dollar. 

Even  supposing  that  the  dollar  and  a new  European  money  were 
cast  in  the  role  of  joint  reserve  currencies,  there  would  be  trouble 
ahead;  together  they  would  so  dominate  the  world  scene  that  world 
reserves  would  tend  to  shrink  unless  they  might  shift,  alternately, 
into  deficit  and  thus  create  reserves.

It  is  this  kind  of  thinking  that  has  led  as  serious  an  official 
as ^ Emile  van  Lennep,  secretary-general  of  the  Orgainization  of  Econ- 
omic Cooperation  and  Development,  to  denounce  European  temptations 
to  found  their  own  reserve  currency  as  "absurd.” 

However,  such  reservations  do  not  mean  that  economists  feel  that 
the  Common  Market  should  abandon  its  final  goal  along  the  road  to 
economic  and  monetary  union.  Rather,  they  feel,  that  Europe  should 
concentrate  on  the  vehicular  aspects  of  a new  currency  which  would 
ease  transactions  among  member  states  and  between  an  enlarged  Common 
Market  and  its  Mediterranean  and  African  dependent  economic  areas.

Less  heady  a goal,  a vehicular  currency  would  become  the  Europ- 
eans own  "Europe-dollar , " fulfilling  a paperwork  need  by  simplifying 
the  frightening  number  of  transactions  which  now  must  be  carried  out 
among  Common  Market  member  nations. 


But  reduced,  to  this  dimension,  the  European  dollar,  or  European 
monetary  unit,  as  it  is  known  officially,  would  not  be  a danger  for 
the  dollar,  especially  a dollar  which  economists  believe  may  be 
devalued  beforehand.
